This I evidence out of the Principles ſet down by 
him, in the end of his Book, Prisc. 5. where he ſays, that there cas b 
no other means imagined , whereby we are to judge of the truth of Divine 
Revelation, but a faculty in us of diſcerning truth and flalſhrod,” in matters 
propoſed to our belief, Prine. 13, That the Scriptures cas be underſtood 
by all perſons, who ſincerely endeavony to know the meaning of them, Princ. 
14. And that they contain the whole will of God ſo plainly revealed, that no 
[ober erqnirer can miſs of what i neceſſary for Salvation, For what I pray 
can th: * faculty of diſcerning truth from falſhood in matters of faith avail 
him, wi hall the ſincere endeavours, and ſober enquiry he ſpeaks of, un- 
leſs it be infallibly aſſiſted by ſome private ſpirit, which inſpires and 
reveals the truth unto him. For ſince it is clear by experience, that 
the ſame words of Scripture , are conſtrued by others, aſter all their 
endeavours, and beſt enqniry to find out the truth, in a quite different 
ſenſe from that, in which the Doctor underſtand; them, he moſt pre- 
tend ſome ſuch private infallible aſſiſtance, which others have not. 
For example, the Doctor underſtands his commandments fo, that God 
has there forbidden all worſhip of Images; Catholicks underſtand 
them otherwiſe , ſo as to hold ſuch worſhip lawful. The Doctor 
will have, This in my body, to be taken in a Metaphorical ſenſe, and ſo 
denies the real preſence. Catholicks underſtand it litteraly as it ſounds,

the Son of God to be equal to his Father, and thinks he has clear 
Scripture for it. John 14. 28. The Father is greater than I. An Ana- 
baptiſt will not allow Infant- baptiſm, e, ſays he, the Scripture 
requires that all be taught before they be baptized, ( Marr. 18. 19.) 
Teach all nations baptizing them, and children are not capable to be 
taught. The Doctor reads the ſame Texts, and holds the quite con- 
trary tenets to both. The queſtion then is, how he comes to ſce more 
than his Neighbours, if he hit right, in all theſe points wherein he 
differs from C atholicks , and other ScRaries, fince the ſame clear light 
of Scripture is expoſed to all, be they Catholicks, Arrians, Acabapriſts, 
as well as to the Doctor: But oh ſays the Doctor, I have a facslty in 
me of diſcerning truth from falſbosd, I ſeriouſly endeavour and ſoberly en- 
guire into the truth. They reply, they are rational creatures as well 
as he, and conſequently have the ſame diſcerning faculties ; they have 
alſo ſouls to be ſaved as well as he, and are therefore as much concern- 
ed to be /ober and ſeriau in enquiring out, that true faith which is ne- 
ceſſary to Salvation; they have the ſame promiſes made them, of be- 
ing aſliſted in their endeavours, where then is the difference, or how 
come they all to erte more than the Doctor ? will you know the my- 
ſtery d tis this: The faculty which the Doctor hath of diſcerning truth 
from ſa ſnood . with his ſober and ſrrious enquiry bas an extraordinary 
wivate aſſiſtance, (which others want) and this direct: him ſo infalli- 
Ay, that ke cannot miſs. What's this in plain Engliſh, but to rely 
upon I know not what infallible private ſpirit, or to pretend to an 
Enthuſiaſtick, way of expounding the Scriptures, when the ſenſe is in 
diſpute. Is not this to make himſelf (and every Proteſtant) more then 
Pope? Is it not a degree of Enthuſiaſm, equal to the ſpirit of diſcerning, 
which the greateſt Fanatick or Quater ever pretended ? and after this, 
me thinks, be ſhould leave of clamouring ſo much again!t new revela- 
tions, fir ce he bas them at his command. 

6. But do you not wonder, Sir, why the Doctor has ſo little cha- 
rity,. as to engroſs and monopolize this entbaſiaſticł guift of diſcover- 
ing the true faith, to himſelf and a bandful of Proteſtants, Biſhop 

Tayleur was a greatcr latitudinarias then ſo, when he granted the li. 
berty of prophecying to all Chriſtians. And he was as charitable, in 
cl:aring us from 7-o/ztry, though the Doctor obſerves well, that elſe 
where he was of another opinion, that is contradicted himſelf, which 
he thinks a very (: fficient way of anſwering his arguments, and poſſi. 
bly he may uſe the ſame method to defend himſelf, by ſhewing us that

be wiſhed, that the Dr. had, that which Aſamus found wanting in the 
bull, viz. an eye upon his horn, for he ſtrikes at no aime, and never

7. Ibave done with his ſeverity, onely I cannot but take notice; 
how he labours in his Preface, to juſtifie it, at leaſt for as much as con- 
cerns his charge of 1de/atry layed againſt us by producing other Prote- 
ſtant Doctors, who managed it againſt us with as much heat, in Q. 
Elizaberhs,and King James his days, for what is all this to the purpoſe, 
but onely to tell us, that Proteſtants claſh with one another, in this 
point as well as in others, and that for his part, he is reſolved to fide 
with thoſe, that are the molt rigid and puritanical, ſuch as Dr. Down- 
ham, whom he rancks in bis liſt of Authors, and ſcorns to be leſs zea- 
lous, ſo that you may probably expect, that his next work will be, to 
prove the Pope Antichriſt. Bur ſince be leans ſo much upon the cre- 
dit of his Proteſtant Predeceſſours, I hope he will find a time alſo, to 
vindicate them from playing the Fauricls, or falſe Prophets, in pre- 
tending to foretel, the down fall of Popery in the year 666. from the 
number of the beaſt in the Apocalyps. And leaſt Proteſtants ſhould 
alſo be taken for viſfionairs, he may do well to give us his opinion of 
his great grand-father Laut bers black familiar, | Luth. to. 7. Witt. fol. 
228. Hoſpin. hiſt. Sacram. p. ul. fol. 131.7] whouna long conference, 
related by himſelf , gave him ſeveral reaſons for the aboliſhing of tha 
Maſſe, and of Zuinglius [| Zing. te. 2. fol. 249. ] his private admo- 
niſher, who as he confeſſes, gave him the ſame counſel, though he did 
not well remember, whither he were white or black. 

8. I come now to his comical ſtrain of writing, which I little dreame 
to have met with, after ſuch a ſober declaration in his Preface, that 
nothing ſhall proceed from him, but what become: a fair and ingenious adver 
ſary ;, that he does not think it ſuch a mighty matter, to throw dirt in 4 
mans face, and then to laugh at him, or, any great shill, to make things 
appear ridiculows or dark, | bat it ſhew: far more art and ingenuity to git 
them their due colours, and ſet them in their cleareſt light. That art. 
neſs of expreſſion / eems to be like throw! "g of vinegar «pon hot coals, which 
gives a quick ſcent, for the preſent, bat vaniſbes immediately into ſmoake 
and air. And laſtly, that though men cannot command their judgements, 
they may and ought to do their expreſſions. ſay after all theſe affected 
promiſes, of writing ſoberly in the Preface, who would have 1 | 
to have found either ſo much bitterneſs, or ſo much drollery in the fol 
lowing Diſcourſe, or ſo much confidence in the man, as to bind them 
vp both together in the ſame Book. It is a folly to bring inſtances,

the whole work is Muff. with flirts and jeers; which do wal in Hall. 


bras, but are nothing becoming a perſon of his calling, or one that pro- 
feſſes himſelf a fair and ingenionr adverſary. This appears chiefly in his 
fourth Chapter: where he is ſo far: from commanding his expreſſions, 
that he makes it his whole bufinefs, to chrow dirt and make all things ri- 
dicnlons, not ſparing the very Saints themfelves, for whom the greateſt 
part of Chriſtendom, has fo much veneration, but making them paſs 
for the verieſt Idiots and Fanaticks in the World. This is not ſuch « 
mighty matter to brag of, ther's vo great vil in it, for nothing is ſo 
holy but may be eaſiſy profaned, by a loofe libertine pen. How ridi- 


.culous might he make the lives of the Prophets, or of St. John Baptiſt, 


or of Chriſt himſelf, would he but employ his talent in writing them, 
with as much ſmartneſy and picquancy, as he bas done the lives of ſome 


of our renowned Saints. What can be writren in a graver ftyle,then 


the life of Sr, Igratius of Loyola, is done, by Orlandinus, Maffeius, 
and Ribadeneira, and yet by bis legerdemain, he bas ſo metamor- 
phos d it, that ir appears to be a kind of Romantick ſtory. Take but 
off his dreſs, and unmasł it, give but chings their due colours, and [et 
them in their clear light, and you'l find him (til! a g/orions Saint, though 
painted by the Doctor like an errant Fanatick To ſhew this ſhall be 
the ſubject of my next Letter, where (to uſe his own compariſon) you 
ſhall ſce, that all the vinegar, he has caſt upon hot coals, yaniſhes imme - 
diatel into ſmoabe and air. 

g. The third thing I obſerve, in his way of writing controverſies, is 
his cunning — to dectave the world, for never Mountebanł 
had more devices, to bring about his ends, then this man has tricks, to 
cozen his Reader, either by miſconſtruing his Authors meaning, or by 
foiſting in words of his own coyning , in the ſame character with the 
Text, to make it ſpeak his pl:afure, or chopping in a parentheſis for 
his purpoſe, to turn the Readers fancy that way, which he would have 
him look, or crying up object ions without taking any notice of the 
ſolutions, and þ condemning the party without hearing his cauſe, or 
by boldly charging a whole body, with the faults of a few members, 
though condemned by the major pare. Theſe are ſome of the Drs, 
flights, to confute his Adyerſaries, and yeu will diſcover more in the 
peruſal of his books, for I will not enlarge my ſelf upon them at this 
pteſent. Only I pray take notice, that all this while his deſign is, (as 
he tels us in his Preface) to report fairhfully and ro argue ener 

10. I wifh, Sir, you heard as I do, how ſome judicious Proteſtants 
expreſs themſelves, concerning this bis manner of writing, for I ſhould 
irs 


rite yon to relate all their cenſures. One ſays it is the lat of a 
John Potage, and that the only place for ſuch a book in a 15 
among the Comedians and Play books z another that he talks at no 
aime |ike a Puritan, and is too ſevere and uncharitable.

How the life of St. Ignatius of Loyola is 
abuſed by Doctor Still. 


1% Ou ſhall ſee in this Letter, how ſhame fully Dr. Still abuſes Se, 

Ignatius, and I am very much confident, you will be of my 
opinion, that there never was a Booklo belyed the Preface as his does, 
never man that had leſs command over his expreſſions, or that took it to 
be /#ch a mighty matter, to throw dirt in a maus face and then laugh as him, 
as he, whatſoever be there pretends to the contrary. 

2. Grave Authors have obſerved, that St, Igratius began the great 
work, of founding the Society of JESUS, much about rhe time, 
that Luther fell into open rebellion againſt the Roman Catholick 
Church, as if God would tell us, by the circumſiance, that as in the rife 
ef other Sectaries, he always — provided {tout Champion to en- 
counter them, and defend his Church: as S. Athanaſius againſt Arrius, 
& Auſtin againſt Pelagius, S. Cyril againſt Neſtorius, 8. Hicrom againſt 
Jovinian, Heluidius and Vigilantius, S. Norbert againſt Tanchelinus, St. 
Dominick and St. Francis againſt the Albigenſes, &c. ſo in theſe later 
dune, be raiſed St. Ignatius and his followers againſt Luther 2 

5 ame- 
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Camerades, between whom there bas ever ſince been an eternal and ir- 
reconciable feud. And this may be the chief cauſe, why Dr. St. (who de- 
rives his negative Religion, from no other ſource) ſuch a tooth a- 
gainſt the Jefaim and their holy Founder. How groundleſs his plea is 
againſt the p eſuits, you ſhall ſee by the next Poſt, [ rhe third Letter my 
preſent task ſhall be only to ſhew you, how ſhamefully he abuſes ſo 
great a Saint as Ignatius is, in the common repute of the Chriſtian 
world ; I can aſſure you, there are ſober Proteſtants, that do not love, 
to ſee him treated with ſo much profaneneſs. 

3. I do not queſtion but you have admired to ſee what a ſtrange 
metamorphoſis the Author of Virgil Traveſty has made of that moſt 
excellent heroical Poem, and how ridiculouſly it looks under that 
dreſs, which he has put uponit, This will make you wonder the leſs, 
to ſee ſo admirable a life, as that of St. Ignatius, made ſo ridiculous, by 
a malicious and ſcoffing writer, who b:cauſe he finds no ſuch extraor- 
dinary favours of Allmighty God, in thoſe of his flock, cannot ſee 
them in the ſervants of God, without laughing at hem, as N. ro and 
Julian the Apoſtat did in their times. And firſtt his Se 12,

ing iy the ſtreet: thit be was queſtioned in Sp. i. By his favour, A. Fei ut 
has nothing of his enthuſiaſtica preaching, (they are words of tis wn 
coining. ) He tells us that it was upon the account of the Lutherans, 
as welt as the [\lnminati, that he was brought into ſuſpicion, which (if 
it prove any thing againſt him) muſt prove him a Lutheran as well as an 
Alumbrado, and conſequently is impercine t to the Ds. purpoſe. Bat 
is a bare ſuſpicion enough to mak: a man criminal z or does Maff:jus 
or any good Author, give evidence that he was found guilty ? quite 
contrary - all he ſays is, that many were ſuddenly converted to a bet- 
ter life, by his good inſtruRtions, in the Chriſtian faith. and other pious 
diſcourſes, even in the ſtreets (I hope there is no Fanatici/m in all this) 
and that this drew the eyes of many upon him, eſpecially in a danger. 
ous time, when many SeRaries were ſtirring, ſo tha: upon ſuſpicion, he 
was called in queſtion, but that after many ſtrict examinations and 
tryals, not the leaſt fault could be found in his life and Doctrine. By 
which y ou ſee, Maffejus his evidence is point blanck againſt him. His 
next proof is out of the character of the /{»minari , which he would 
faſten upon S. Ignatius, but with as ill ſucceſs. For firſt _ de

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his bleffed life, t _ could not — Gund, obedient, 

d tradable perſon Ignatius, nor does be commend an 
_— his followers, than obedience to their Superiours and p4 — 
guides, #5 the ſafeſt way to avoid illuſieat, of which ſubj ect he has lefe 
written a moſt admirable Epiſtle. And as for ſerſwal /ufr, his con- 
verfation was ſo Angelical, after his converſion, that I dee bis 
eſt enemies to find the leaſt blemiſh in that kind. What S 
adds to the deſcription of the Ilaminati, that ander pretence of ment 
prayer, they deſyiſed the nſi e the Sacraments, preaching the Word of God, 

all holy exerciſes, doth as little ſuit with Ignatius his =_ for 
though he ſtood much for mental prayer, as more profitable than vocal, 
if a right uſe be made of it, yet be was a great friend of Preaching , and 
this the Doctor ſhould not deny, who 1s ever and anon bringing him 
preaching before his time, and in the very ſtreets, though his Authors 
at moſt peak of Catechiſtical inſtructions, for he muſt know, that 
Sermons in Latine , docs not neceſſatily ſigniſie Sermon: as be alt 
tranſlates it, but familiar diſcourſes. For the uſe of Sacraments, it is 
well known, that St. Ignatius was ſo far from de/pifong it, that he was 
not onely a great frequenter of the Sacraments himſelf, but is held to 
have been the chief Author of teintroducing that pious pt actiſe, which 
was much gone to decay before bis time. What ſhall I ſay of other 
holy exerciſes : though be loved prayer. yet he had ſo much zeal of 
fouls, that he neglected no charitable office , which he could do for 
the good of his neighbour, either in ſou} or body, witneſs his layi 
hold of all occafions , to exhort his neighbour to the deteſtation ot 
vice, and love of vertue, his ſerving the ſick in Hoſpitals, and begging 
alms for the relief of poor people, t. You ſee, Sir, not any one part 
of the character of the Illnmmnati can be applyed to Sr. Ignatius ; fo 
unlucky is the Dr. in his arguinents, as if he took pleaſure in throwin 
dirt, though it fall ſhort and cannot reach his adverſary. Now 
you have a mind co ſee the true character of an Orthodox Chriſtian, in 
oppoſition to the [Uuminats and other impure Sets, read over thoſe 
moſt excellent rules. which St. Ignat ius has ſet down in the end of his 
Spiritual exercifes, ¶ Reg. ut cum Eccleſia ſentiamus. 

s The Doctor will not let this fall ſo, but to put the matter aut of 
diſpute, brings in Melchior Cauus, 2 perſon, ſays he, of more learning 
and judgment then a thanſand Ignatius 5. —_ Hons are odious, yet

let me tell him, St. Ignatius has the general tepute'of a wiſe man even” 
amongſt Proteſtants, who have lookt well into his Inſticute , and it is 
wels known how Catholicks eſteem him. Lo omit Popes and Cardi- 
nal ( who when occaſion ſerves, know. how to diſtinguiſh an Engliſh 
Quaker, from a man in bis wits, ). LOrland. I. 16. ». 129.] Ferdinand. 
the firſt King of the Romans had a great value for him, and 7ob» the 
third King of Portugal (no fool) thought him the fitteſt man in the 
world to ſucceed Falius the Third in - Chair of St. Peter. But to 
return to Cauut, he would never believe otherwiſe, but that St. Ig 
rixs & bis companions, were the fore-runners of Antichriſt, deſcribed 
by the Apoſtle in the laſt times. [ 2 Tim. 3. 1. tothe 8. J But in this I 
am ſure he ſhewed neither learning nor judgment. For firit a very little 
learning would have ſerved, toanſwer himſelf with the very ſame ar- 
guments, which St. Thomas uſed, LS. The. lib. contra impugn. Relig. c. 
24. & 25. Ito wipe off the like aſperſions from his own Order. Nor ; 
does it argue much judgement, to be ſo ſingular and extravagant in his 
opinion, as to condemn an Order, which was confirmed by the Sea 
Apoſtolick, and approved by his own whole Order. For not onely 
Perna, a grave Doctor of the ſame Univerſity and Convent with Ca- 
uur, ſtood up in defence of St. Igvat ius and his Society, but Franciſcus 
Rome u, General of the Dominicans, write a circular Letter, to all his 
Subjects, in which he noe only commends the Fathers of the Society, 
but commands them in vertue of holy obedience, not to write ot ſpeak 
ill of them, but defend them as their fellow labourers in Chriſts Vine» 
yard, as the Doctor might have ſeen in Orlandinus, | Hiſt. — J. 
8. ». 46.7 in the very place he quotes out of him, but it was not that he 
lookt for. To his Text out of St. Paul, it agrees no more with St. Ig- 
natius, and his followers then bis character of the Iuminati, but may 
well be applyed to his grand Patriarck Luther, who was a great /over 
of himſclf, covetous, hang bey, proud, blaſphemons and wicked, without. 
peace, incontinent, unmerciful, a lover of voluptuonſneſs more then of God, 
eve that entered into a Religions Houſe, and lead captive a ſilly Nun laden 
with ſins, &c. The ſtory he relates, how Ignatius boaſted of his righ- 
reonſneſs, in preſence of Canus, and commended one of bis brethren for a. 


Saint, who was Frantick in a certain conjunction of the H{con , may go 
wirh the reſt, upon Schioppius his credit (who is as good an Author as 
du Moulin) but will never be credited, by any ſober perſons, who take 
not the Saint for a ſtarck fool. 
What he adds of St. Ignatia his flying out of Spain, for fear of be- 
ing layed hold on by the Inquiſition, and of his being abſolved at *.

for want of atcuſers iis as ſalli at ꝓou ſhãll ſee anon; for he was both 
clapt up in the Inquiſition, and honourably diſmiſſed, before he left 
Spain, LN. 20. ] and the malice of bis accuſers was not wanting at 
Rome, nor the juſt ents of God upon them. LN. 29. J Yet the 
Dr. draws out of theſe teſtimonies this wonderful conclufion : See 
from what man, the feſvits derive the infallibility of their Faitb. I won- 
der in what conjunction of the Moon, the Doctor writ this, for there 
never was ſuch a piece of non-ſenſe , as to make the Jeſuits fetch the 
infallibility of their faith from St. gi, who profeſs as all Catho- 
licks do, that they derive it, from the infallible Word of God propo- 
ſed unto them by the Catholick Church. I have heard ſome laugh 
heartily at this paſſage. Tha (ſaid they) « that which we call pure non-

7. He therefore begins his Hiſtory of St. Ignatius his life, from his 
happy converſion, which as all Authors agree was in this manner. In 
the defence of the Caſtle of Pampelons (which was committed to his 
charge) he received a dangerous wound, which tyed him faſt to his 
bed, and kept him long under the Chirurgeons hands. Wherefore to 
paſs away the time, he call'd for ſome profane Book, as his cuſtom

the peruſal of thefe two. Books, his heart was filled wi of 
eternity, and withal fo inflamed with the love of Gad, that he was 
inſtantly changed into another man, and reſolycd to follow a new 
courſe of life, in imitation of Chriſt and bis Saints. Tell me, Sir, I 
pray whatdo yu fee in this canvetſion, that may not become a Saint ꝰ 
LS. 1. 8. c. 6. I vas not St. Auſtis himſelſ moved with the like fod- 
dain converſion of twe Courtiers, upon reading St. Antam the Ermits 
life, written by St. Athanafirs yet the Dr. ſticks not bere to com- 
pare him to Dex Laixut , and the Books he read to the old Renu 
onely to cover his proſaneneſs, be purpoſely conceals the life of Chriſt, 
of which the Authors be profeſics to follow, make cxpreſs mention. 
After this to wake himſeli more ſport, though at his own coſt, a» you 
Books, which were brought him; for Maffejar, ſays hedeſcribes him, 
as one that had hardly ever learnt his Letters : Were this ſo, Maffej 
had ſoon forgot himſelf, for in bis third Chapter, he relates how gv.

10. By this time St. Ignatius his elder brother, was grown zealous 
of his intentions of leaving the world, nor was it poſſible for him to 
conceal them, his very look, his pious diſcourſes, and his-contintal 
prayer were enough to betray him. He ſets hitnſeif therefore to per- 
ſwade him, not to diſgrace his noble family, by running upon I know 
not what extravagant courſes, not to ruine his own fortane and ſuffer 
all his fair hopes of preferment, purchaſed by his valour with the dan.. 
ger of his life, in the ſervice of his King and Countrey,40 be thus blaſt- 
ed in the Bud. But all his Rethorick would not do. St. guat ius was temp- 
tation proof, againſt all his Batteries, he ſoon ſhook him off, and un- 
derpretence of a viſit, which he'was to give the Duke of Nojara, which 
he ſoon diſpatcht, he went thence immediately to Alontſerrat, a place 
of great devotion to our Bleſſed Lady. In the way thither, entering 
into diſcourſe with a Moore, whodenyed her to have been a V gin 
after the birth of her ſon, his Z al b gan to tiſe againſt him, and havi 

et ſome Reliques left of his Martial ſpirit, he va in ſome d ip ite wit

And all 
this to tame his fleſh, and get the maſtery over ſelf-love , and ſo dif- 
poſe himſelf the better for his devout Pjl 82 the Holy Land. 
This hardſhip and auſtetity of tits, go with the Dr. for an argument of 
Fanaticifm , for it is probable he may be of their opinion, who, deſ- 
eride St. John in the Deſert , leading a good commodious kind of life, 
Vide Cern. 4 lap. in Matt. 3 4 J wearing watered Chamlet, feeding on 
obſters, &c. But e muſt help, him to reconcile St, Tpnarins bis bep 
ging with his faſting, for he ca not undetſtand why be begp'd every 
day, and yet faſted fix days in the weck. Let him therefore ſook bet- 
ter into his Authors, and he will find, that he faſted onely with bread 
and water, and begg d that, and diſtributed the reſt of his Alms unto 
other poor Creatures. . One thing more is here worth your obſerva- 
tion. The Doctor in bis whole Narration, ſays not one word of his 
giving away bis Mule, and travelling on Foot, becauſe you know a 
Kmgut Errant, is no body without his Roſonarce. 

14. In this retirement and pennance at Aaureſa, St. Ignatius was 
not only, grievouſly vext with ſcruples about his Confeſſions (a diſeaſe 
which Proteſtants are not much troubled with) but alſo furiouſly aſ- 
faulted by divers temptations ;- all which he manfully overcame, dy the 
particular afliſtance of Gods grace, and by followirg the conduct of 
his Confeflor. One among the reſt was, to throw himſelf out of a 
Window: and this the Doctor only mentions out of Afaffejws,[ Maff. 
r. 6. Ribas. c. 6. ] but alſo abuſes him as well as the Saint, making him 
fay, that he was gear doing it; when he only ſays, he was tempted to 
do it; as our Bleſſed Saviour was to throw bimſelf down from the 
Pinnacle of the Temple, And Rib44eneira txpteſly notes, theſe devour 
aſpirations which he uſed, to refiſt that temptation : Lord 7 will nat do 
it.

all rejected the opinion and pradiſe, of attempting any thing 
agaiv(i the Life of a Prince, though he ſhould abuſe His Princely Pow- 
er.

lably, This beiog the conſtant judgement of the whole Society, 
what prejudice cin one toving Pen, bring to the whole Oider. John 
Wicklef is a tubricated St. in Foxe's Proteſtant Calendar, and yet the 
ſaid Council condemn'd him for reaching that, every Tyrant ought to be 
kill'd. and that it was b»th lan ful and meritoriout, for any of bu Vaſſals 
or Subiefis to kill him, and that by any fraud or deceit, notwithſtanding 
any Oath or Agreement made to the contrary, and that without any 
Sentence of Judgement. Luther, Calvin, Beza, Bochanan, did not on- 
ly teach the ſame Propoſitions, but moſt impudently applied them 
to Princes then living, namely to Charles the th. King of Fraxce, 
Queen Mother wich all her Whelps, as they call'd her Children, 
Oeen Mary of England, &c. and yet the Dr. with Reaſon would 
think him elt mach in jnted if theſe mad Propoſitions of Fick/ef and 
others, were lay'd to his Church of Exgland, for all they were Pio- 
te ſtants, and ſome of them cannenized for Saints by Mr, Fex with 
what Face then can he lay the fault of one Jeſuit to the whole Order, 
as if it wete an original Sin, which were to deſcend to all Jeſuits 
thovgh their wills were ſo far from beipg united with his, that they 
have expreſly tenounced and condemned his raſh aſſettĩion. Accord- 
ing to this method, it were no-hard mat ter to uin the reputation of 
the beſt Families and Communities in the World , by making them 
guilty of their miſdemeanonrs of ſome one of theic Body contra; y 
to the jrdgement of Almighty God Ezek. 18; 20, The Soul that 
ſpall fin, the ſame ſhall die: the Son fhall not bear the iniquity of the 
Father.

and beſt Freinds, loſt their Goods, or their Lives in the defence of 
His Majeſties Power and juſt Rights. The Maflacre at Paris was an 
intrigne of State, ot Cabinet plot, at appears by all cheTranſaRions faith- 
fully Recorded by D. Avila, and never was laid to the Jeſuires charge, 
who hate ſuch uncht iſtiad like Proceedings. They ate as innocent of 
the IriG Rebellion, for whit Jeſuir can the Dr. name that appeared 
in it ? certainly they had not play'd cheir Cards well co raiſe a Rebellion 
in /reland and at the ſame time promote to their uttetmoſt, His Maje- 
ſty's intereſt in Exgland. I confeſs Catholicks in thac Kingdom were 
highly to blame, bur they ſlittd not before Proteſtants had Ggn'd and 
delivered a bloody Petition to the Parliament, for their utter extir- 
pation or baniſhmenr. And the Author of the Polititian Catechiſm 
proves at large, 6. 10. 6. 6, that Pcoceſiants had a greater hand then 
\Catholicks in theſe cruel diſorders. 

8. His ſecond charge againſt the Jeſuirs in poĩnt of prictiſe runs yet 
higher; forhe makes them privy Connſellors to three of the gteateſt 
Parricids in the world, Clement, Chaſtel and Ravillac. Never was 
there ſo much malice cronded into one line, but it will colt me mau 
Lines to clear the Jeſnirs from that riple crime; for I cannot do it 
but by giving you a ſhore Narrative of theſe three treaſonible attemps. 
To begin with Clemem, the murtherer of Henry 3. of France, the Caſe 
is clear, he was no Jeſuit not had he any other Counſellour that we 
know of but the Divel co ſer him at work, I think the Dr, is 
the firſt man that ever named the Jeſuics in that wicked fact. I be- 
ſeech God forgive him for ir, 

9. For Chaftel ic is ttue, Sir, the Jeſuits and the Churches common 
enemies have blazed about many ſtories ; as if they had been acceſſity 
ro his exectable arrempr upon che life of Henry 4. bur if any ctedit be 
to be given to the French Hiſtorians due Pleix, Peter, Matthew. de Ton, 
Spodanus and others, ot tothe grave Counſellors who pleaded for the 
Jeſuics before the Parliament; Rene de la Fon, and Montholon, or to 
che Kings own teſtimony, who was moſt of all concerned to know 
the truth, they are moſt (hamefallyſlanndered, This is the true Sto- 
ry, One lob» Chaftel wounded the King inthe upper Lip and ſtruck 
out one of his Teeth, He was taken in the Fact and confeſs'd all be- 
fore he wis led to Priſon: that he did it of his own head; without 
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municativg his deſign wich any body, only ſomething afar off to his 
father; that it was eight months ſince he had left the Jeſuits Schooles, 
and chat they knew not ꝛny thing of his intentions, All this be con- 
feſſed freely and without compulſion, The ſame flo y he repeated 
again and again in Priſon, and though often cruelly tack d and tortured 
to declare his councellours and complices, never vatied in the leaſt 
from what he confeſſed at firſt, nor let one word fall againſt the Jeſu- 
ics, And there were thouſands of witbeſſes inthe place of Execution, 
that when bis arms and thighs were cruelly pinched, his hand cut off, 
and all humane me ans uſed to extott the truth from him, he perfified 
fill in che ſame confeſſion and dyed vpon'r, declaring the Je ſuits inno- 
cent to the laſt breath, Yet for all this, becauſe he had once ftequent- 
ed the Jeſuits ſchooles, their malicious enemies, would peedsforſooth 
conclude thence that they were plotters of the miſcheif, Away then 
they go armed-co their Colledge, ſer guards at the Gates that no bo- 
dy ſhould eſcape ;ſeize on their perſons, ranſack their chambers , but 
diſcover nothiog either in their carriages or their countenances, that 
could argue a guilty conſcience; but rather all the ſigus and demon- 
rations of innocency ; only becauſe among other writings of Father 
Guignard, they found the common queſſion, de Tirannicidis, which 
was Writ in the time of the League, and which Canoniſts and moral 
Philoſophers were wont to treat much in thoſe dayes, and which Be- 
dia amongſt modern Avthors thought fit to diſpute in his Common- 
wealth, they took him and hang'd him up for a Traytout without any 
* ſorm or order of Juſtice, ſay the Authors. And in the ſame fucy they 
led away Gueret, who had been Chaſte/'s Maſter, and put bim upon 
the rack , but finding him innocent they baniſhed him out of France, 
and all the Jeſuits for company, wich copfiſcation of their goods: and 
ro make them eternally infamous, they etected a Pyramid with an in- 
ſcription, tending more to their diſgrace, then the Kings honour, This 
ſentence of Paris Was executed in moſt places of France, only the Pare 
liament of Tholoaſe, look t upon it- as an unjuſt Act, and forbade all 
townes under their juriſdiction to obey it. This is the ſumm of that 
Tragical Rory , which ſerves well for the Jeſuits juſtification, for mo: 
rally ſpeaking ic was impoſſible, that C hate i ſhould not have accuſed 
the Jeſvics, had he known them guilty, He that made vo difficulty to 
accuſe himſelf and bripg his own father upon che Rage , why ſhould he 
ſlick to accuſe the Jeſuits > is it credible that a youth of eighteen years 
age ſhonld undergo a thouſand totmeuts worſe then death, rather 
then acknowledge the Authots of his ſufferings , when we haye heacc 
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of men that were made of Iron, who rather choſe to accufe themſelves 
wropgfully and dye once for all, than ſuffer ſo many liogring deaths 
upon the Rack? It was queſtionleſs a moſt admirab!e and mitaculous 
pꝛice of p ovidence over the Jeſuits , that he did not unjuſtly accuſe 
them, when he was ſo mary wayes tempted to doit, for one ſyllable 
would have done their buſine ſs, had it bzen npon the rack , had it been 
afrerwards recall d ir would have ſerv'd to rnine them utterly, not on- 
ly in their lives and fortunes, but in their credit and teputation, which. 
is far dearer to them; for it a meet ſhadow of preſumption gave their 
adverſaries the boldneſs to cha ge them and creat them ſo ſeverely ; 
what were they to have expected, hid the force of totments made

: to. You may imagine the King himſelf would be curious to ſiſi out 
the t uth, whather indeed the Jeſuits had a hand io that ſttoak, which. 
aim'd at his life, He ſoon diſcover'd che malice of theit accuſets, but ha- 
mig ſcarce got the Reins of Government into his hands, he chought fir 
to diſſe cable for a time; but upon occaſion of a Audyed bitter inveR- 
ive, which the Prefident Harley made iv Parliament, to perſuade his 
Maj eſty not to think of recalling the Jeſuits, he ſuddenly took upon 
kim to plead their cauſe, and did it with ſo much Wiſdome and Elo- 
quence, that they could not have choſen a better advocate. The 
Speech is worth your reading , and therefore I ſend it with this Lettet 
that you may peruſe it. The concluſion was, that the Jeſvits were te- 
Rored , and the infamous Pyramid pull'd down by the Kings Com- 
mand; who not content to have te- eſtabliſned them in their own Col- 
ledges , built and founded them a ſtately Colledge and Academy at Ls 
'Fleche, and bequeathed his heart to them as a petpetual monument of 

bis conſtant Love tothe Society, And that you may here alſo read his

that Speech of his, which he made at 7;{liers-Coteres, „A. D. 1606. to

Secondly that he would order that the publick Schools might 

be refiored at Clermont Colledge. Upon this occaſion he delivered bim · 

ſelf thus. Fathers, There are four years paſt ſince you preſented me your 
welcome Petition ut Metz., and did nat admit you but upon very good 
2oformations, Ton are beholding to your enemics for it hp my caryſity 
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was not out of your way, If things go on but ſlowly , do not Attribute it ts 
wy want of Aﬀeition and care but to the multiplicity of buſineſs , which 
overwhelmer me, All cannot be done at once, We are now upon the Foun + 
dation of Colledges , and the reſt will be done by degrees, for I take i 
to heart, Iknew well they were calumnies they caſt upon you. 1 have 
alw aye; defended jo and when I heard of any thing. I inſ antly arquain- 
ted F. Coiton with it, that you might take your meaſures accordingly , 
and to let you know, that what I did for you, was not ont of a counterfeit 
diſſimnulation , but out of My true Love and ſincere Affection. I have 
placed you in m) honſe, and that of my Anceſtors to give my Sub joſte ex · 
emp to do the libe. Tour preſent Petition 1 grateful. I amreſolved to 
finiſh my work; but te tell you plainly , I ds not think it 4 fit time to ro- 
ftore your Colledge at Pats: there will be a time for that hereafter, Heie 
the King making 1 Pauſe, the Provincial of the Jeſuits began to mind 
him of the other thing ha had requeſted, and his majeſty immediate ly 
replyed, [ am coming to it; but ] was willing to begin with that which f 
take moſt to heart I remember all you ſaid , though I de not obſerve the 
ſame method, It is true. you are expoſed in Paris, and were I not there; 
might come to be aff routed but you were tos blame you did not tell me 

ſo, 1 did not think. things went ſo, had I knows it, I would have remedied it 
before this, Give me a note of it, that I mazcommunicate it with my Conn« 
ſel, and get it diſpatcht to day or to morrow, I have loved you and cheriſh- 
ed you ever ſince I knew jou, out of an aſſurance I bad, that all thoſe who 
bave recourſe to you, whether for inſtrufion in Learning, or for the di- 
reftion of their conſciences , are much improved by it and I have alwayes 
ſad, that thiſe that truly love and fear God, canyot but do well, and are the 
moſt faithfal to their Princes.

Pleaſe in Italy: We mult ſuit our ſelves to thoſe we live with, and you 
muſt avoid the leaſt occaſion of offence , for there are many eye: upon 
you and your ations, but it is better for you to be envied then pittyed. 
If all bad towgnes were cut ont , there would be great flore of dumb 
perſons ; we ſhould have diffenlty to find ſervants, I have been of two 
Religion, and when I was A Hugonot, what ever I did, was ſaid to 
be gone for that party; now lam a Catholick , whatever 1 do for my 
Religion , I am ſaid to be a Teſunt, I ſlight all ſuch ſexcures and content 
wy ſelf to do good, becauſe it is good ; do you ſo tes. Thoſe that ſay tout of 
ſpight that jou do not reftore your Celledge at Potis, would ſoon find ſome + 
thing elſe to * againſt you. Do not value what they ſay, but only do well, 
If in twelve thouſand of you one ſhould chance to commit a fault, it were 
nv great wonder, It were rather a miracle that no more delinquent: ſhould 
be found in ſo great a number, ſince there was one Iudas amongſt twelve 
Apoſtles, This i le tell you if any one of you comm: a fault, I will be the 
firſt to fall upon him, but will not revenge my ſelf aten the whole body. The 
Father you have choſe to goto Rome, will aſinre your General of mn - 
felt ion to the Society, For your ſelves, you may beleive ile be as tender of 
you, 4s of the Apple of my eye, Pray to God for me, 


This was His Majeſiyes Speech to the Jeſuits, as itis Recorded 
by AMontholon Advocate in Pailiament , ard what can be added 
to his teſlimony, whether you regatd the perſon that ſpeaks, who 
was a moſt wiſe Prince : or the ſubſtance he delivers, which is 
molt ſentent ĩous and ſolid ? I do not ſee whit Panegytick or what 
Apology the Jeſuirs could have made of more force or more for their 
advantage. Their enemies are put upon a_ receſſity either to ſpeak 
well of them, or affront that great Monarch, by giving bim che 
Lye. For to ſay he lov'd the Jeſuits becauſe he did port know them, 
is to tob him of one of his beſt parts, which all admired in him;

12, Hislalifling at the Jeſuits praQtiſe is, to make Father Herr 
Garnet guilty of the Gunpowder Treaſon, But it is manifeſt , that mild 
man dereſted from his very heart all ſuch bloody ptactiſes, and labou- 
red all he could ro prevent them, by ſuipg to Rowe for an excommuni- 
cation, againſtall thoſe that ſhould uſe any violent proceedings upon 
the account of Religion, as is to be ſeen more at large in the Hiſtory 
of the Engliſh Province, (Aar. J. 7.4n. 27.) The main thing ob- 
jected againſt him was his concealivg the plot, but you muſt know all 
the knowledge he had of it, was in the Sacrament of Confeſſion , and 
all he could do there, was toexbort and conjure his penitent, toter- 
rifie che Plotters from ſo wicked an attempt, and he was not at all wan- 
ting in this point of duty; but for revealing the plot, it was more than 
he could do, for Proteſtants mult give us leave to beleive , what all 
Catholick Princes and States allow, to be of no prejudice , but rather 
an ad vantage to their ſafety ; that the Sacred Seal of Confeſſion is ifvi- 
olable, not is this only the Jeſuirs docttine, but the known opinion 4 
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all Cat holick Divines : there is not that . Prieſt amongſt us thac 

will not rather chuſe to dye, than reveal a Confeſſion, and if they dye 
| for it, Proteſtants muſt not think it ſtrange that we honour them, This 
| was Father Garnet caſe, who was condemnet (or not revealing Con- 
feſſions, and for being a Prieſt andJeſuir. No wonder then if St, Arnour 
| ſaw his pictute in a Catholick countrey : But I dare ſay he never ſaw 
| Guerets ot Guignards , as the Dr. inſinuates; for though they dyed in- 
nocently, yet they dyed not for the Faith, as Father Cærnet did. Let 
St. Arnour ſay what he will, he never acknowledged himſelf guilty of 
| the Treaſon : that's a meer calumny and it is ſomething ſttange, the 
Dr. ſhould travail in o France to know what paſſed in Lond. All he 
conſeſſed was, chat having an inckling of ſuſpicion out of copſeſſion 
that Catesby was bruing miſchiet (though he knew not whit it was) 
he uſed all his power to peiſwide him to be quiet, and not to tun him- 
ſel vpon deſperate coutſes, which were neither pleaſing to God oor 
man, and that finding him to his thinking, reſolved to follow his coun- 
ſel, he did not take himſelf obliged to give intormations againſt him, 
as not judgeing ir the part of a chrifliav, much leſs of a Piieſt, to ac- 
cuſe his brother of a crime, whereof he verily beleived he had repent- 
ed. Atter bis death it pleaſed God in a wonderful manner to conſitme 
his innocency, (ibid. . 34. 3 5.) by imprinting his picture upon a hus k 
of icaw, where ſome of his blood had light. King James himfelf avd 
' ſome other P:otefiants, as well as many Catholicks were witneſſes 
of it, and altbongh much endeavour was uſed to find out a Pajnter, 
that woul d undertake to make ſuch another pictute by ir, none could 
be ſound ; all concluding it was beyond che art of man, to contrive 
' ſuch a tate peice in ſo narrow acompaſs, The Baron of Hobecque ( who 
was then Embaſſado: from the Crown of Spain) offered fix hundred 
Crowns for the ſiraw, and his teſtimony is yet to be ſeen, witneing 
that he ſa che picture upon ĩt, though he could not ſay it was like 
' Father Gærnet, becauſe he had never ſeen him. There is alſo extant a 
large narrative, which one John Wilkinſon ſigned at his death, who was 
the very man that took up the Straw at the Execution, and was alſo 
pteſent when Pather Garnet: pictute was fir diſcoyered upon the 
ſtraw. 

13, One thing more I cannot omit in this place, that if Jeſuirs were 
ſoch defperate King-hitets, as the Dr, paints them, Kings would nor

It is cheit neareſt concern to look well to their 
own preſervation and ſafety, and not to have dangerous Perſons a- 
bour them, Had not the Queen Regent of Spain taken Jeſuits ro be 
honeſſ men, She would never have preferred Father Nithard ber Con- 
feſſour to the firlt Eccleſiaſt ical dignity in all Spain, She would never 
have made him herfictt Miniſter of State. Her extraordinary, and now 
lately her ordinary Embaſtador at Rowe and procured for him a Cat- 
dinals Cap, and his Holinefſe's command, and diſpenſation to receive 
it, and to undertake the other honourable Employments, which he 
Jaboured to decline accotrdirg to the Obligation of his Vow. Believe 
me Princes ate ſo far from conceiving Jeſuits to be Enemies to Go. 
vernment, that they ate generally of Alexander the Prince of Parma's 
mind, that they are nec flary to keep Subjects in obedience to their 
Governours, and that one of their Colledges is as good as a firong 
Cittadel, to keep the People in theic duty. Strad. To, 2.1. 3.) And 
it ſeems the Magitiraces of Embricł in Cleaveland thought ſo too; for 
not many years ago, when the P:oteſtant Governont would have 
rurn'd them out of the City, they prevail'd with him to let them 
ſſay, proteſting that the Jeſuits had ſuch a powerful ĩoflue nce into the 
good order of the whole Town, that they neither could nor would 
govern it without them, and with a great deal of reaſon ; for what 
do the Jeſuics Preach to the People, bur firſt, that Soveraign Princes 
are the Lo ds annointed aud therefo:e to be teſpected and honoured 
as holy and ſ:cred things.

up the Lady lane Greys title againſt the undoubted Heir of the Crown, 
and the cutting off the Queen of Scots head, that a Proteliant might 
be ſure to ſucceed, It belongs to God to dive into the ſecrets of 
mens hearts, and therefore 1 will not offer to judge, but if it be Jaw- 
ful to gueſs by good conjectutes, it is ſhrewdly to be ſuſpected, that 
ſome Proteſtants would have ſcuck to the good Old Cauſe, and have 
been backward enough in his Ma jeſſies happy Refiauracion, had he 
not been « Proteſlant. 1 will not puzzle the Dr, with the reſolu- 
tion of ſuch nice caſes, nor give you, Sit, any farther trouble at pre- 
ſent, but conclude out of the premiſes , that Dr, Stil. is far from 
proving the Jeſuits Fanatical, for teſiſting Authority under pre- 
tence of Religion, which was the thing be vndercook to prove, The 
reſt of his unjuſt accuſations I reſerye for ſout (ch Letter.

decrees, and ſo ended that the Janſcoiiis chemiclves have ſubmitted 
to them, as is evident to all thoſe that are rot ignorant in thoſe 
affairs; for did they not ( the Biſhops as well as others, that had 
flood out ſo long ) at laſt ſubmit and ſigu the Fermulaire, by 
which they not only ackoowledged the 5 condemned Propoſitions 
to be Hetetical, but to be the very propotitions of Janſenius, and 
did not his Holineſs upon the Fre:ch Kings Ceclaration of this theit 
ſubmiſſion, by a particular Breve,reiiore peace to the Gallicas Church ? 
How ſhamefully then does the Dr. cry out; that there never was a 
fairer occaſion given to the Pape toſhew his amhority for preſervation of the 
C burch's wnity, then this of the five propoſitions. And yet that he could 
never be prevailed with to ſuffer the main controverſy to be touch t, and 
that there are ſo many wan ei to avade his deffinitions, that bis Authority 
ſignifies nothing: ſot you ſee (or ail the Janſenilis ways and tricks to evade, 
the Pop ſheved hit authority to preſerve the ¶ hurches unity, and was 
prevail'd with todetine th. main controverſy ſo fat; that do body now 
dare call it in queh ion or proce (- 0iwiclt a JarſenrF, whatſoever he may 
be in bis heart. But why ſays he, does not the Pope, or ac leaft gene - 
ral Cecil put an end to all contoverfies among} Cacholicks > Fot 
example why does he not determine the differences about the ums © 
culate Conception and Pred:termination. which have made ſo great a 
noiſe in the world ? Let him fi- cell me, why did not our Bleſſed Sa- 
vioar leave a'l matters of Faith ſoclearly expreſt in holy Sciiprures, ag 
to prevent all diſputes amongt Chriſtians, or why did not the firſt 
four general Ceuncili ( whoſe Authority the Dr, allows) give us a clear 
Comment upon all difficult places whi: h are found in the ſacred Text, 
or why does not Dr. St. himſelf, unde: take out of dei ĩpture, to recon- 
cile all che diſſenting members of his Church, for ſince all perties agree 
the Scripture to be Infallible ( it is his wu rale ) there can be no more 
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rertais way for Uluity, Why I ſay does he not then, make uſe of this 
moſt certain way to keep unity in his Chutch, where we ſee they con» 
dem one another of damnable errours ? I will not cake upon me to 
entet into the ſecret Counſels of Chriſt;and his holy Spouſe the Church, 
ot to give you the reaſovs why they thought fit to leave things as they 
are, But I may venture to gueſs why the Dt. wich all his writing and 
preaching, has not yet, oor never will void all controverſies out of 
Sc: iprure ; for where che difficulty lyes in the ſence of Sciipture, it ſelf 
( as it is our caſe) let ic be never ſo infallible, there cannot be a leſs 
certain way to Unity, or more endleſs way of taking up diſputes z 
then the Scripture, unleſs it would ſpeak for it ſelf, and declare its own 
meaning, which will never be, It is nor ſo with Catholicks, for the 
Pope ot a General Council, can declare their own meaning, if there ba 
any doubt of it, as it happened in the caſe of the five Propfitions, 
which the I inſeniſts would have drawn into different ſenſes, for his 
Holineſs found a way to make them clearly underſtand his meaning, 
And I think there never was Heretick condemned in a general Con- 
cil, that doubr2d whether he were copdemn'd or no, as Proteſtants 
doubt, whether Iofants may be Baptized, whether Biſhops are de jwre 
Divine, &c. Fot all their infallible Scriptures. To maintain Scrip- 
ture to be a bettet way to decide controverhies, then the living Voice 
ofthe Church, isjuſt as if a man ſhouid contend, that the Law it 
ſelf or God Almighty is a better means to end Suits at Law then 
the Judges upon the Bench; for while the Law and God Almighty 
are tilenc, unlels the Jadge pronounce ſentence, the Suite mult” of 
neceſſity be endleſs, and ſo muR all controverſies in Religions; for all 
the ivfallibilicy of Scriprure, ſo long as it does not explicate its own 
meaniog, and anſwer all dificulties . : 

As for the diſputes between the Jeſuits and the Downnicars , about 
predete t mination and the Immaculate Conception, it is ſitange ſuch 
School diſpuees ſhould be ſlill objected agaĩnſt the unity of our Church. 
I ſay School diſputes for ſo. I muſt call them, till the Church pleaſe 
to detet min them, for the Dr, muſt know, that chovgh theſe con- 
tent ions are about matters of Faith in reality, yet are they not mat- 
ters of Faith quo ad nes, till they be propoſed unto us as ſuch, and 
there ore although we contend about them, and are at vatiance among 
our ſelves, yet out unity is ſtill preſerved by this, chat both parties are 
ready to ſubmit their judgments to the judgment of the Church, 
hen eve ſhe pleaſes to deliver the truth, 
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If this had been well conſidered by the Dr. he would not have 
taken ſo much pain to prove ſo great a Paradox, as that there is 
as much union among Protefianes as Roman-Catholicks, In the 
ioterim the Church is careful to prevent all inconveniences, which 
ariſe, ſometimes out of the heat of ſuch eager diſputes by ſeverely 
forbiddipg both Parties to preſume to cenſure one anothers Teners, 
and chis under painof excommunication and other ies, for this 
amoneſt ohedient Children is ſufficient to keep them in Peace and 
Unity (for whatſoever they hold of MU infallibility ) they 
all agree chat obedience and ſubmiſſion is due to his Authority, 
upon pain of being accounted Schiſmaticks, for not yielding o- 
bedience to the common Paſtor and Head of the Ch Prote- 
ſtunts have no ſuch way either to ſuſpend ot end theit diſputes, 
but maſt of veceſſity wrangle it out to the Worlds end, for want 
of x living Judge of Controverſies, What the Dr. adds of the Je- 
ſuics holding- a fAirevge opinion of the Popes infallibiliry in marrers 
of Pact, is moſt falſe, for they differ not from any other Catholick 
Divines, 48. L hae o'ren told you, Laſtly, fot their perſwading rhe 
People to defend the immaculate Conception with Fire aud Sword 
and with their] Bleed, with which he concludes his 5th, Chapter, 
it needs no Anſwer; his Anthor has no credit as having bees 
burnt at Paris for a Libel by the Kings order, as I have told you, 
And now I promiſe you I will tire you no more with my long 
Letters, having — and freely given yon my ſentiments con- 
cetuing all the D. s. flaundetrs and objections againſt the Jeſuits,

It 42 apprary to be fal e what the Dr, a firms of 0= 
ther Religious, Letng kept ont of the Kingdom by the Jeſuits, for 
the ſane Author teily w that veſore the late perſecution, the 
Dominicans had 21 Churches aud 11 Reſidences, and the Fran.

For I found afterwards, with 
the help of divine light, that the thing which I believed 
was from God, was quite contrary to his ſervice, And 
this falſe belief of mine ſprung from my ſelf love, my
